Taking these things into consideration, and remembering also that the 
amount of money in circulation in Utah is increasing and is likely to increase, 
there is certainly good ground to hope that the emigration also will be maceri- 
ally increased during the present year, If we were to consult our own desires, 
they would be found to be to see every faithful Saint gathered from these 
countries the coming summer, for the threatening clouds of the judgments of 
God overhang the whole political firmament of these old nations. However, 
such may not be the purposes of-the Almighty, and the Saints, after doing the 
best they can to deliver themselves and others, must be content to trust him 
for the outcome, and acknowledge his hand in it, whatever it may be, knowing 
that all things will work together for good to those who love him and keep bis 
commandments. 
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Now the question promptly: suggests itself: to the mind—If the Saints in 
Utah make uncommon exertions and deprive themselves of certain indulgen- 
on to help to gather the poor, is it not incumbent upon the ungathered Saints 
to cease to indulge in things hurtful or unnecessary, and to begin to make 
-every possible exertion to accomplish their own deliverance from Babylon, 
that they may not partake of her sins, nor receive of her plagues? Can the 
Saints in Utah be reasonably expected to voluntarily subject themselves: to 
greater privations and make greater exertions to bring about the gathering of 
the European Saints, than these latter are willing to subject themselves to for 
their own deliverance? Can they expect others to do for them what they are 
‘unwilling to do for themselves? No, such an expectation would not be right, 
nor can it be reasonably entertained. If the Saints in Europe are really and 
earnestly desirous to gather up to Zion, should they not study to take as pra- 
dent « course as possible? They should eschew every useless expenditure and 
do all that lies in their power to help themselves, asking their Father in hea- 
ven to bless and prosper them therein, laying by all they can, something every 
week if possible, be it a large amcunt, or be it small and apparently inaignifi- 
-cant, and doing it not with a temporary, spasmodic effort, but with a fixed, 
determinate, aud stedfast resolution to persevere, and not to cease their 
efforts, nor slacken them more than circumstances shall compel, until the 
sought-for deliverance shall be an accomplished fact. All things are possible 
to him that believeth.” Farthings make pence, pence make shillings, and 
‘shillings make pounds, and it does not take very many pounds to carry a 
Saint to Zion. If we take care of the pennies and the shillings, the pounds 
will very naturally take care of themselves. If we do nothing, oe is 
-done. But if we do something, something is done, a beginni made, an 
‘interest is begotten, which, if cherished and fostered, will — . Fy and grow 
-and multiply, until the day of small things, which many unwisely despise, will 
prove to be the substantial and effectual beginning of deliverance and tem 
ral salvation, upon which the spiritual salvation also of thousands depen . 
The widow's mite was blessed more than all that the rich cast into the trea- 
sury. Why? Because her mite was her all—she did all that she could. 

Those who help themselves thereby manifest that their hearts are in the“ 
work, that they are sincere and earnest in their desires for deliverance. It 
has often been said that the Lord helps those who help themselves, and this 
happy consummation is often brought about in a perfectly natural man 
In this very matter of emigration, if the Saints in Zion were to donate any- 
thing, the amount, great or small, would be competent to assiat many more of 
the Saints in this country who themselves had already saved more or less 
towards their emigration, than it would of those who had not laid by a far. 
‘thing. If the amount donated was limited, as it usually is, which would be 
the best and most likely plan to be Adopted in rendering assistance hat of 
-choosing one good man or woman who had laid by nothing, or that of che 
three or four equally good men or women who had each laid by something 
through their own industry, carefulness, and faithfulness, when the assistance 
‘required by the latter three or four would take no more means than the emi- 
gration of the one who had nothing? In ordinary circumstances, there cculd 
1 u to this question, and e can furnish that answer for 


In saying the above, Free to discoutage any

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poor brother or sister, and we trust that none will be discouraged, but that all 
will be encouraged, by the remarks we have made in this article, for such is 
dur desire, and with that intent have we written. The poor will be gathered, 
if they continue faithful, every one of them eventually, but we are desirous to 
show that the hastening of the time of their delivgrance is in some measure in 
their own hands, and that the more they do for themselves the more the Lord 
will be likely to do for them. a 

We would also further say that it is not advisable for the Saints to lay the 
gathering so much to heart as to cause them to become illiberal and stingy, 
and to refrain from assisting in all necessary and judicious measures for the 
support, advancement, and welfare of the work in these lands. According to- 
his cirenmstances, the Scripture says “ the liberal deviseth liberal things; and 
by liberal things shall he stand.” Again, The liberal soul shall be made fat: 
and he that watereth shall be watered also himself.” J. J.

But he saw ro objection 
whatever to the clergy of the Scoteh Kirk and Dissenters being admitted, as. 
well as priests of the Roman communion. Nor was he aware of any good 
reason why laymen should not preach, Mr. Baldwin Brown, on the part of 
the Nonconformists, of whom several were present, expressed his cordial con- 
currence in the movement. Mr. Cowper Temple, M. P., the president of the 
Church Reform Union, was in the chair. | 
The fact that it is seriously proposed by influential men in the Church of 
England to open the churches and the pulpits of that establishment to Dissent- 
ers, Roman Catholics, and priests and laymen of all denominations, Mormons 
alone excepted, is a noteworthy sign of the times. What does it show? It 
shows that there is a radical difference between the faith and practice of the
